U. S. War Planes Over Mid-Pacific 
In Greatest Ocean Mass Flight

HONOLULU, May 
Forty-six American fighting planes 
roared westward over the mid-Pa- 
cific today ‘in the greatest ocean 
mass flight ever undertaken—a se- 
cret naval maneuver through the air 
from Honolulu to tiny Midway is- 
land, 1,323 miles away. 

It took one minute less than two 
hours for the heavily loaded air- 
craft, bearing some 200 officers and 
men, to get into the air one by one, 
Then like ships of the fleet the pow- 
erful planes lined up in squadrons 
and streaked away on a hitherto 
unblazed trail.

Baked bean suppers are a thorough- |

The table was arranged buffet 
style, always the simplest way to serve 
a large number of guests. The bridge 
tables were in place when guests ar- 
rived, and after serving themselves 
at the large buffet table, everyone was 
seated at the tables to eat the supper. 
Before going to the dining room, how- 
ever, cocktails prepared from tomato 
juice, and simple appetizers were serv- 
ed in the living room. 

For the service of the cocktails, 
you will need a large tray on which 
are placed piles of small plates, the 
glasses filled with tomato juice (re- 
cipe for preparing the cocktail is giv- 
en below) and dainty cocktail nap- 
kins, which may be of linen, or if 
you don't happen to possess linen ones 
use paper cocktail napkins or small 
napkins from bridge sets. When the 
tray is passed each guest takes a 
napkin, a plate and a cocktail. Then 
the plate of little appetizers (also 
described below) is passed immedi- 
ately. 

The buffet table is arranged with 
a fruit centerpiece and candles. At 
one end is a heap of plates, then a 
large platter with a luscious baked 
ham which is carved and served by 
the host as some guests come to the 
Next, individual pots or a 
large pot casserole of oven baked 
beans, Boston style. The guests next 
serve themselves from a generous bowl 


.of cole slaw, then to Boston brown 


bread and butter sandwiches and hot 
rolls. There is also a generous plate 
of fresh cucumber pickles and celery 
stuffed with Roquefort cheese on the 
table. And finally, there is a platter 
of small paper cups filled with pre 
serves or with currant jelly. Bottles 


of tomato ketchup and prepared mus- 
‘tard a replaced conveniently on the 


table. 

With this well-filled plate, each 
guest takes silver from the table and 
a napkin and goes to the small tables 
to enjoy supper. 

After the main course is devoured, 
amid much gayety, the plates are re 
moved and apple pie, cheese and cof- 
fee served from the kitchen.

DEADLINE EXTENDED 
ON SECURITY RETURNS 


Failure To Declare Intangi- 
bles Will Bring Penalty 
After May 31. 


Reassurance that absolute faith will 
be kept with the taxpayers who ac- 
cept the agreement entered into by 
taxing authorities of the Atlanta area 


for the voluntary returns of in- 
tangibles before May 31, was given 
Thursday by members of the Atlanta 
Board of Tax Assessors and Receiv- 
ers, through I. C. Little, chairman. 
Under this agreement, returns will 
be received in confidence and no ques- 


tions asked about the date of acquisi- 
tion of the property. Similar pre-| 
cedure is being followed in DeKalb 
county. 

Only the amount of the total as- 
sessment, arrived at after conference, 
will be placed on the tax digest. 

In view of this consideration, no 
one can complain if the law for full- 
value returns and penalties for de- 
linquency is enforced rigidly after the 
period of grace, the tax officials 
pointed out. 

The statement said: 

“The response this far to our af- 
peal to the public to file intangibles 
for taxation is gratifying. We are 
deeply appreciative of the splendid co- 


operation being rendered by the va- 
rions civic agencies participating ard | 
assisting in this effort. 

“The taxing authorities of Fulton) 
and DeKalb counties and the city of 
Atlanta propose to keep absolute faith 
with the public in connection witb 
this appeal, and in order that there) 
might not be the slightest tinge of 
excuse for any firm, corporation cr 
individual to fail to present a full 
revelation of holdings, the time has, 
by mutual consent of the various at- 
thorities, been extended to May 31. 

“After this date, no taxpayer can 
justly complain or criticize any ac- 
tion authorized by law that would 
force the production of private rec- 
ords to uncover intangibles and place 
them on the tax record. 

“We will, therefore, feel perfectly 
free to inaugurate an intensive cam- 
paign to this end.” 

The Atlanta tax authorities have 
completed investigation of intangible 
holdings for the year 1934 and have 
mailed out fi. fas. to delinquents. 

The investigation for 1935 will be 
started immediately after May 31. 

Fulton and DeKalb county have 
gathered much information concern- 
ing holdings of intangibles not return- 
ed for taxation, but will take no ac- 
tion until after - period of grace 
has expired. 

Leaders of the Civic movement to 
have all intangibles returned volun- 
tarily at the low rate agreed upon 
pointed out that property owners 
probably will save themselves consid- 
erable embarrassment, as well as time 
and money, by taking advantage of 
the offer. 

Until May 31, the tax authorities 
are receiving voluntary returns of in- 
tangibles on a fair basis of assess- 
ment. This includes 5 cents on the | 
dollar for cash, 15 per cent of the | 
market value for taxable stocks and | 
bonds, 25 per cent for first mortgages 
and 15 per cent for second mortgages.

Another thing that must be attend- 
ed to is the preservation of any em- 
bryos that might possibly be present. 
The early stages of the bat are so 
similar to those of the human that 
they are readily comparable and bats 
have been closely studied for lack of 
human material. When I last studied

embryology there were three classic 


embryos cited to the students. Some 
of these were little more than a mass 
of cells: of course, the older the em- 
bryo the -more easily obtaiable’ the 
material. Then at the University of 
Michigan later on an amusing inci- 
dent occurred.

I am infinitely obliged to His Maj- 
esty Emir Abdulla, of Transjordania, 
for sending out a patrol to meet me 
at Ma’an.

the motor-patrol halted me and my 
guide and insisted on escorting us. 
Without that escort bobbing up in 
good time, I would in all likelihood be 
lving out there somewhere with my 
throat cut, for the Ruallas, the pro- 
fessional throat-cutters of the Arabi- 
an desert, are on the rampage, killing, 
looting and destroying everything and 
every creature that comes under their 
hands. In my ignorance I was head- 
ing straight in their direction. “They 
might have held you for ransom,” a 
British official at Amman told me, 
“that would have been the softest fate 
imaginable.” 

Ransom? It might have been a good 
story for someone else to tell. Who 
would have been asked to put up the 
ransom money? Britain? I prefer it 
this way. I am safe in Amman today, 
writing these lines, and getting dressed 
up for an interview with the Emir, 
to whom I probably owe my life. It 
was very sporting of him. For I have 
not always been his friend. At least 
so the Arabic newspapers here say. 
They complain that I am an enemy of 
Arab nationalism and that I proved 
it in 1929. I don’t know what I 
proved in 1929, except that I can 
drive a car at 120 kilometers per hour 
over a perilously rocky road between 
Motza and Lifta to escape a hail of 
Arab bullets. 

We will forget about that. I am 
not an enemy of Arab nationalism. I 
am for a free, strong Arabic confed- 
eracy, excluding Palestine. I hope to 
see an Arabic renaissance, an awak- 
ening from the centuries of torpor and 
degeneration of a splendid race of men. 
I would like to see the Arabs great 
once more in the things of the spirit.

PREDICAMENT WASHINGTON, May 9.—The Roper. business

This is what is behind the innocent little resolution which capa- 
ble Senator Steiwer dropped into the senate hopper almost un- 
noticed a few days ago. The Steiwer resolution calls for all re- 
ports of the council to be submitted to the senate, where they 
would, of course, be published. 

The liberals of the administration have the scent also and are 
working to get the reports modified or revised, and they may 
succeed. 

It is highly. important because of possible influence on two big 
pending items in the New Deal legislative program. 


LAST WORD ‘Statesmen usually treat stateswomen in political 

debate as if they were all in a drawing room. 
An exceptional incident occurred at the recent private conference 
of cabineteers and congressmen.in President Roosevelt’s office. Be 
it recorded for all time that Secretary Perkins failed on that occa- 
sion to have the last word. It happened this way: 

Miss Perkins spoke up in favor of extending NRA codes to 
cover intrastate as well as interstate business. She pointed out 
that modern business has become so complex that it cannot be 
regulated effectively if only interstate commerce is subjected to 
regulation. 

A minute or two later, scholarly Senator King, of Utah, arose 
and observed politely but firmly that some bureaucrats were not 
content with the wide powers they possess over national affairs but 
apparently wanted to invade the states as well. He did not men- 
tion any names, but there was no necessity.

LEADERSHIP. A story which did get out at the time of the 
White House conferences was the one about Mr. 

Roosevelt twitting his senatorial leaders, Robinson and Harrison, for 

legislative delays. The story is true, but not important. 

The inside on that situation is that the White House is working 
now in better understanding with its congressional leaders than 
ever before. Some little personal reservations which existed during 
the first two years of the New Deal have now largely disappeared. 
The president believes both Robinson and Harrison have done ex- 
cellent jobs. 


SMOTHERING The New Deal liberals are tearing out their 


shaggy locks in anguish because the senate 
audit and control committee has failed to act on the Wheeler reso- 
lution. This resoltuion proposed a $25,000 senatorial inquiry into 
railroad financing. It was approved by the Wheeler committee, but 
since then has rested for a solid month in the conservative audit 
and control committee without action. 

The liberals are going around saying the railroads are trying to 
smother the investigation. They even mention a particular rail- 
road. : 

There is no question that the audit committee has taken an 
unusually long time. Unless it acts shortly, a liberal senator may 
take the floor and make some charges against the committee. You 
can bank on it that the resolution will ultimately be adopted by 
the senate. 


NOTES A certain western congressman signed up as a com- 

mitteeman to attend the funeral of Senator Cutting, 
assuming it would be held in New Mexico. He resigned from the 
committee when he found out the funeral would be in New York.

The Irish felt themselves 
unable to subscribe to the jubilee of a 
foreign king and queen and in need of 
no special occasion for to take a few 
crocks of the creature. 

Taking the London ambulance 
count as an index figure, the first 
day’s celebration will far exceed any- 
thing of the kind which has occurred 
in this country since the Armistice, 
which was assisted by the flu. Statis- 
tics are not at hand, but though there 
was a fine show of casualties in 
Washington the day Mr. Roosevelt 
was inaugurated, they could not have 
exceeded 1,000. That, of course, was 
before the repeal of prohibition, when 
provisions were relatively scarce, so 
a true comparison is hard to arrive 
at. The same ceremonies performed 
today in the same gala’ spirit, with 
liquor available in the drug stores, 
dairy lunches and practically every- 
where but in the grade schools, might 
show a more creditable total of pros-
